First, the 1.131 Affidavit supplied appears inappropriate in this case. See MPEP 715. Since it appears Applicants are not swearing behind 
the reference a 1.132 Affidavit seems appropriate. 

The Affidavit is not signed by all the inventors, see MPEP 715.04. 

The Affidavit has provided no explanation of evidence. The Affidavit merely states that the "functionality of the claimed subject matter is 
included in Stateflow Version 3.0" but has not correlated the claimed invention to any specific sections. 

The signed inventor did not attempt to state that Stateflow is the inventors own work. Therefore a 35 U.S.C 103 rejection based upon 
1 02(a) still holds. See MPEP 715.01 (c). If the signed inventor is one of the many authors of the document, or one of a group of inventors in 
a team, the signed inventor would still have to be more specific since the document would still fall "to another" as per 35 U.S.C 1 02(a) and 
the rejection would hold under 35 U.S.C. 103 (c). 

The signed inventor states in the Affidavit that "Stateflow 3 represents the Applicants' own work." The Examiner notes that merely working 
at a company which publishes a document does not necessarily correlate to the invention of said product.. 
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
